I. Morti Indict Malahariei. 

Pars Septima, O&ava, & Nona; with feme 

Remarks upon them. 

THE Six firft Tomes being abbreviated in the fhlfa 
fopk TranfaU. N. 14?, and N. 198. This proceeds 
wicti the 7^, Stb and 9/^ the fruitful Produ& of that 
great Maecenas of the Botanick, and other Natural Stu- 
dies, the Noble Heer Van Rheed, whole vaft Defigns be- 
ing not confin'd to Afta alone, have already furvey'd 
and de(crib'd the moft luxuriant part of Africa, which 
he intends to publifh ("after the finilhing of thefe his 
Oriental Difcoveries) with the fame Fidelity, Exa&nefs 
and Magnificence that we fee in the admirable Work 
before us. 

The yth Part treats of Scandent and Bacciferotxs 
Shrubs, the greateft part whereof were never taken 
notice of by any Writer, or elfe but very imperfectly 
foucfi'd upon : As the Hatsjatam or Battavalli, which is 
She Cocculus Indlcus of our Shops, us'd in Ointments 
or Pafies for the intoxicating of Fift, and driving awsy 
Lice and Vermine. It is femper-virent, and grows in 
fendy places up, and down the Kingdom of Malabar, and 
other Eaftern Countries : The Leaves are thick let, of 
the fliape of a Heart, and of a bitter tafte. The Flowers 
come out in Clufters, are monopetalofe, with five La~ 
dni& or Incifures, all reflected, like thofe of the Nhht* 
Jhadt, fending forth an Odour like that of &dar. To 
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thefe fucceed the Fruit, refembling Grapes, ofilyhiswit* 
nococ 5 firft greea, then white, afterwards red, and laftly 
(when ripe) black. The Indians beat the whole Plant 
up with Ginger, fpread it upon Flanel, and fo take off" 
their Corns, and foften their Feet ; fometimes they ufe 
only the Fumigation of the Root burnt with Bufalos Ex- 
crements and the Bamhon Reed. After the Hiftory of 
the Coculus Indkus % the Publiflier gives us 4 forts of Ga- 
niram^ ail a-kki to the Nux Vomica of our Shops, of 
which more in the next; 

Sch emir a-v alii ^ and Vallia*Vira?itha feem to be 
two wild Vines, climbing up the Trees in thick Woods j 
they (as alfo many other Plants in the hot Climates) 
are never diverted of Leaves and Fruit, (of which there 
will be both green and ripe at the fame time) always 
flo wring and bearing through the whole year under a 
kind Sun, whole Influence is n<jt (b bountiful to the Eu- 
ropean Regions. 

Malago-Codi is our round, black aiid white Pepper, 
which are the fame, only the latter is decorticated. Cat- 
tu-Tirpali is the long Pepper of the Indians , which 
they chew with Calx and the Nut Taufel, (the Fruit of 
a Palm named Arequa} colouring their Spittle with a 
red Tin&ure. Thefe three Species of Pepper, with 
two more of the fame Family, are all fully defcrib'd, and 
exa&ly figur'd in this jth Tome. 

Cari villandi, a fort of Sarfaparilla, for which 'tis 
us'd by the Natives of Malabar ; 'tis not unlike the 
American Smilax^ call'd Jupecanga by Margrave and P/fo, 
and Macapatli by Hernandez and Reccbus, who make 4 
Species of Sarfa, all bacciferous. 

Mendoni) or the Lilium Superhum Zeylanicum, one of 
the choice!!; Ornaments of the Englifh and Dutch Gar- 
dens, growing up to a very high fiature. Tht Gentiles 
ascribe itrange Vertues to the Root in Sympathy, In- 
cantations, and other Magick Operations, The Fruit 
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(or rather Excrefcence) fticking to the Root, flops and 
curbs the proud Flefh of Ulcers, and is fuccefsfully giv- 
en in difficult Births, 

To thefe we might add many other rare Plants con- 
tained in this yth part : As 4 forts of Indian Ivy, not 
unlike ©ur Trifoliate and QuinquefoJiate Creepers : Se- 
veral Exotick Nigktjhades, one refembling our Dulca* 
mar a ; great variety of Bat tat a s y or Ricophoras, very 
near a- kin to our Potatoes, being alfo of general ufe in 
the Kitchins of India. A curious fort of Cujcuta or 
Dodder , running up and choaking the Boughs of Trees. 
A beautiful Scandent Reed like the Rotang, with many 
others.

THE %th Tome defcribes and figures $1 herbace* 
ous and arborefcent Plants, the greatefl part of 
them pomiferous or leguminofe. 

The firft z$ Species may be all referred to thePum- 
f>ions, the Coloquintida's ,. the Cucumbers, the BaKbm 
Apples, the Paffion Flowers or Maracocks, of all which 
there are great Varieties in both the Indies. 

Modiracaniram, Tab. 24. pag. 47. contains in its 
Fruit the round flat Stone or Seed, commonly calf d in 
our Shops the Nttx Vomica* The Wood of this Tree is 
laid to be the True Lignum Colulrinum, a-kin to the Ca* 
niram of the Firft Tome of this Work, Fig. 37.pag.67, 
68. which is the Famous Antidote or Specifick againft 
iheBitings of that Indian Serpent, calTd by the Portu- 
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£uefes Coir a Copello, whofe flat Head is marked with the 
Figure of a pair of Spe&acles. This Vjper or Serpent 
Ihave feen in Mr. Charlton 's excellent Mufeum. The 
Juice of the Leaves (though poyfbnous) apply 'd ex* 
ternally, drives away the Gout calfd Valvida by the 
Indians of Malabar. Breyniusm his Second Prodromus 
makes the Caniram^ and Modita-Caniram to be Tree 
Night-fliades, Solanum arbor eum Indicum maximum foliis 
Oenoplw five Wepeeafac. pag. 92, 93 . But whether the 
Nux Vomica is properly the 5eed of a Solanum , I leave 
to the more nice Botanifts to determine. 

Amongft the Leguminofe Plants of this Btb Part, the 
Perim4aku-valli is remarkable, which bears a. prodigi- 
ous large Lobe, containing 30 great flat Beans, out of 
each whereof they make entire Purfes and Snuff-boxes : 
Thefe Seeds are calfd by fome Cor Sanfti Tkoma, and 
by others Faba purgatrices. They are fb common and 
plentiful in the Iflands and Continent of lndia % that 
whole Ships may be loaded with them. 

Nar^oranna is the Vhafeolus SurattentisSiliquk hirfuth 
pungente, or our Couage, whofe bliftering or pricking is 
(bon cur'd by the Herb calfd. Thumba. The Pod and 
Seed of this Kidney-bean are efteem'd high provocatives 
toVenery, (perhaps by the fame reafon that Canthari- 
des are) and a fuccefsful Medicine in Dropfies. There 
is another Species of this pungent Couage in Malabar 
calfd Kaku-valli, a-kin to, if not the fame with the Ma- 
€ouna of Brajil, defcrib'd by Margrave and Pifo. 

Schanga-Cufpi is the Flos Clitorius of Breynius, the 
Juyce is Vomitive, and the root Purgative. Konnt a 
fort of Abrut or Liquorice, whofe Bean is commended in 
the Hemorrhoids. Ana^Mullu, call'd by the Portuguejes 
Ffa/licanto and Fabas Turquefca y remarkable for its many 
Galls or Excrefcencies full of Infeds, as alfo for its ftrong 
{harp Prickles, with which the Indians bore their Ears 
for the hanging of their various Pendents of Gold and 
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Precious Stones. Paeru and Katu Paeru y call'd by the 
Chmefes Lak Goetum, two moft delicious Phafeoli, or 
Kidney-beans, cultivated by the Orientals with extream 
diligence as the beft (art of nourilhment. Penarvalli, 
resembling die Ahovai of Tbevet in its Fruit, hanging 
dow T n like Bandaliers^ hence calfd Fruit a Bandolierahj 
the Fortuguefes. This Plant is us'd as a powerful Antt- 
fpafmodick by the Indians. The raft of the Herbs in 
this %th Tome may be referred to the Halicacabum y Art- 
flolachia Ckmatztis, and the Pbafedus^ of the laft of 
which there are many Species in this Volume. 
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Horti Malabarki. 
Pars Nona, 

THE $th Part gives us the full Hiflory of 87 Plants 
with their lively Icons. The firft" 17 are all Ap9- 
■xy turn's* fome ^creeping, others fcandent, and fome ar- 
borefeenf, relembling Neriums or Oleanders ; of thefe 
there is a wonderful Variety in Malabar, differing in 
their Lanigerous or Cotton-like Seed Veffeh ; their mil- 
ky Juyces are generally corrofive and poyfbnous. 

The Toddavaddi of our Author, Tab. 19. is the 
Herba Fiva of Acvfta, which grows in many Provinces 
of Perfia ; 'tis efteem'd as a great Traumatick and Li- 
thonthriptick. 

Cofetta-Feetla, calfd by Dr. Herman Eryngium Zey- 
hmcum febrifugum, fioribus luteii. The Indians chew 
the Leaves inftead of Betel with the Faufel or Are^a^ 
and give the Juice in the Apthaz or Thrujb. 

There are alfo in this ytb Volume feveral forts of 
Trifoliate and .Quinquefoliate Sinapiftrums> many papili- 
onaceous and Winged Plants referable to the FerrumEquh

mm, AftragaluS) Onolrychis, to the Mfchynomene s % Her* 
ha Cafta, Mimofds % to the Senfitive and Humhle Plants^ 
to the Geniftella Tinttoria. Of the C rot a I aria (calfd Co 
from the ratling of the Seed, which the little Indians 
play with) there are 5 or 6 different kinds. The 
reft are a- kin to the Euphrajia, fulmonaria, Verbafcum % 
Ferficaria y Digitalis, Hedera terreftris> Lyfimachia* Of 
the Sefamum we have two diilind Species in this part, 
as alio of the Teucrium, &c. with accurate Defcriptions, 
Figures and Ufes ; for all which the Work it felf may 
be confulted 
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II. A ColleBion of Curious Travels and Voyages^ 
in Two Tomes. The jirji containing Dr. Le- 
onhart RauwoIffV Itinerary into the Eaftern 
Coun treys, dNr. The Second taking in many 
parts of 'Greece, Alia Minor, Egypt, Ara- 
bia, &>c. from the Obfer vat ions of Monfum 
Relon, Mr. Vernon, Dr. Span, Dr. Smith, 
Dr. Huntingdon, Mr. Greaves, and others. 
To which are added Three Catalogues of 
Plants growing in the Levant. By John Ray, 
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THIS Work contains the Obfervations of fo many 
curious arid learned Travellers, that it may juft- 
ly be efteemed the mod Judicious and Choiceft CoJjedri- 
on that ever was yet publifh'd of the Levant, and fome 
other adjacent Countries. 

The firft Itinerary is that of Dr. Leonard Rauwolff 
who under the Prote&ion and Encouragement of the 
Houfe of Auflriay travel'd into many of the Eaftern 
Parts of the World, where he made it his principal 
bufinefs to vifit all the Shops, Ware-houfes, Exchanges, 
Gardens, Woods, &c. in order to learn their Drugs, 
Merchandifes, Arts, Sciences, Trades, and the Produces 
of Nature, moft of which he brought home with him* 
The late Ifaac Foffms kept 4 large Volumes of Rauwolff's 
Colle&ions, as one of the rareft CrmeliMs in all his Li- 
brary. Thefe are now preferv'd with great Care at 
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Leyden, and fhewn to Strangers amongft the many Cu- 
riofities of that flourifhing Univerfity. 

Rauwolf begins his Voyage at Aufpurg, from whence 
he traveled to Marfeilles, and there embark'd for Tripo- 
li, touching in his Paflage upon many Iflands of the 
Mediterranean Sea, as Scicily, Malta, Candy ', and Cyprus. 
He defcribes with great exa&nefs the City of Tripoli, 
with its Fruitful Neighbourhood and Trade; he is very 
particular in his Account of the (lately Bagnio's, of the 
Caravanzeries, the Batzars, the Fundiques, and indeed 
of all their publick and private Buildings: He tells us 
the ways how theTurks prepare their Rufma, their Soap 
and Pot-afhes, and afterwards enumerates the Trees, 
Shrubs and Herbs growing in the adjacent Countrey : 
He doth not omit the common Obfervations of other 
Travellers relating to Offices, Employments, Manners, 
Cufloms, Habits, Religions, Diet, &c. 

From Tripoli he proceeds to Aleppo, the greateft; Em- 
porium of ail the Eaft, laying down very minutely the 
Rout he took. I need only take notice here, that the 
Author (hews the fame Exa&neft and Diligence in defcri- 
bing Aleppo as he did before in Tripoli ; but the Traf- 
fick here being much more confiderable, he therefore k 
the more induftrious about the Drugs and Merchan- 
dize. 

From Aleppo he travels to Bir, and Co down the Eu- 
phrates to old Babylon, defcribing in this Paflage the Ci- 
ty of Racka, Deer, and Ana, with many Obfervations up- 
on the Arabians, and upon feveral places of Chaldtza, 
efpecially the Ruines of Old Babylon : He afterwards 
gives a full Defcriptton of Bagdet. 

His Return from Bagdet is through Ajjyria, the Con- 
fines of Perfia, and the Province of the Curters., to the 
River Tigris, and to Mofell, the old Nineve ; then he con- 
tinues his Tourney through Mefopotamia by the way of 
Zibin and Orpha to Bir, aacl fo to Aleppo, and Tripoli 
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again. Here he gives us a moft accurate Account of 
Mount Lihanus, which he furvey'd with that diligence, 
as never any Traveller did before him. 

From Tripoli he goes to Jop^ and fo to Jem[alem> 
vie 7 ing the greateft part of falaffine, and deicnomg 
all the H ly Places, with the feveral Seels ot Chrifiians 
inhabiting there ; he never omits the Plants he obferv'd 
growing up. and down. Afterwards he embarks at ?ri* 
polyior Venice, and fo from thence he returns into Ger- 
many, loaded with the Spoils of the Eafi 

The Second Tome of thefe Collections contain great 
Variety : As.Eir.ft, Several of Monileur Beloris Itineraries 
and Voyages, to Candy^ Mount Athos, from thence thro' 
Macedonia xo the Silver and Gold Mines, and fo thro' 
Thrace to Confiantinople, and from thence into JEgypt. 
This curious Frenchman was fent with Petrus Gyllius to 
Travel, and write the Hiftory oi Quadrupeds, Birds^ 
Fiihes, Infers, Plants and Foffils, at the Expence and 
under the Patronage of that great Reftorer of Learning, 
Francis the Firft, of immortal Memory. 

Secondly, iMr. Vernon § Travels thro' part of Iflria, 
Valmatia, feloponnefus, Attica, and Afia Minor. This 
worthy Gentleman always carried along with him feve* 
ral ufeful Mathematical .Instruments, and was exad* in his 
Latitudes : Great things might have been expected from 
him,, if lie had not been uniortunately kiil'd in Perjia 4 

Thirdly, The Phnis obferv'd by Sir George Wheeler 
m Greece. 

Fourthly, Several Miscellaneous- Obfervations made 
by Dr. Smith during his Travels in the Turkijh Empire. 

Fifthly, Mr. Greaves- his Accounts of the Latitude of 
Conft ant "maple y and of the Mgyptmn Pyramids. This 
Learned. Mathematician Seems very exacSt in his Calcu* 
tetbasand IVkafurts* being, furniflied. in his Travels with 
all things necdlarj? for Observation* 

Sixthly*, 
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Sixthly, The JEgyptian Obfrrvations of Tmfper AU 
pirns, who rdickd and praeHled Phyfick leveral Years at 
Grand Caire, and afterwards for hs great Merit was ap* 
pointed Bor.anick Proreilor at Padua, by the particular 
Order of the Commonwealth of Venice. 

To thefe we find added m this Second Tome fome cu- 
rious Remarks of ^.Huntingdon ; as alio feveral Itinera- 
ries and Voyages into many parts of Arabia , as to 
Mecha and Medina, co Moha, Aden, Zenan, Doffar, &c. 
and aifb into ^Ethiopia or Habeftnia^ with the feveral 
ways of getting into that Kingdom, extradled from Au- 
thentick Inftru&ions, Am ojigffc thefe are infested (bene 
Oblervations upon the Red Sea, for all which the Book 
it ftlf may be coniuked, as containing many things not 
commonly known, and therefore the more to be va- 
lued* 

At the end are inferred three Catalogues of fuch Trees, 
Shrubs and Herbs, as have been obferved to grow wild 
in Greece, Syria, JEgypt, Candy, &c. The Names given 
by Rauvoolff, Bellonim, Honor w Belli, &c. being either 
Arabian ones from Avicen, Serapio, Mefua and Rhazas j 
or Greek from Theophrajhs wdDiofiorides ; or elfe Bar- 
barous from the prefent Inhabitants.- 'Twas thought 
therefore convenient to add the new Names of late Wri- 
ters, which do much illuftrate the whole. For this Ad- 
dition ot Catalogues the Publick is wholly oblig'd to th^ 
Pains and Skill of Mr. Ray. 
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
